He was cru- 
cified in Patrae in Achaia, hanging 
alive on this cross for two days and 
preaching to the people. 

Friday, Dec. 1—St. Bibiana, virgin 
and martyr, both of whose parents 
were executed and who saw her sis- 
ter Demetria expire before the tri- 
bunal of a Roman governor. Bib- 
lana resisted many temptations to 
give up'the faith and was finally 
tied to a pillar and whipped with 
scourges till she died. 

Saturday, Dec. 2—-St. Francis Xavier, | 
who was induced to practice a re- 
ligious life by the example of Ignat- 
ius Loyola. He was the greatest 
missionary of an order that has 
produced many noble missionaries, 
and bore the gospel to Hindustan, 
Malacca and Japan. The descend- 
ants of many Japanese converted by 
St. Francis in the sixteenth century 
still retained the faith when Amer- 
icans entered that country.

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WHAT MESSAGE HAVE THEY FOR 
THE HEATHEN? 


When we réad of the zeal of Protestants in the direction 
- of missions to the heathen ard of evangelistic work even in 
Catholic countries, we are at a loss to know how to account 
for it. In the light of the indefinite faith of so many church- 
men, We wonder what they hope to convert other people to. 
In the mail of a single morning we read (1) of a Brooklyn 
minister tesigning from the church after fifty years’ service 
becatise he Gatinot believe the truths which missionaries are 
wont to convey to the heathen; (2) of a Nebraska minister 
who declares that he cannot believe in many things contained 
in the Bible: (8) of a Protestant bishop challenging his 
church to take any action against him for repudiating the 
fiindamentals of Christianity; (4) of the Liberals in the 
Baptist persuasion ridiculing the Fundamentalists for insist- 
ing on “the divinity of Christ, His miraculous birth, the in- 
spiration of the Scriptures; (5) of the defense of a Presby- 
terian minister who has become an infidel. 

A few weeks ago there was a Protestant parade in Jer- 
sey City, and a noted preacher was brought to the city to be 
the speaker of the day. He tore the Christian faith to pieces, 
and, of course, got the orthodox ministers after him. On the 
Sunday following some local ministers defended and some 

poked fan at the old-time Protestant beliefs. A reporter 
then interviewed different ministers of Jersey City concern- 
ing their attitude towards the fundamentals of the Christian 
faith. Rev. Mr. Caton declared that he leans towards the 
modernist side;Rev.Dr. Parker saidthat he is with the funda- 
mientalists, and Rev. F. S. Ritter was undecided. Yet these 
three ministers formed the committee which had charge of 
the parade programme. 

Rev. Mr. Caton, chairman of the committee, gave out 
this statement: “This controversy illustrates the glory of 
Protestantism and Americanism—namely its freedém_ of 
spéech. Thére are innumerable brands of thought followed 
under the banners of Protestantism. Each has its place, and 
will have to continue to fight for its place.” 

What if Mr. Caton were to appear before the Chinese, 
or the Japs, or the Turks, with this declaration? Their logi- 
cal attitude would be “if you do not know what is true and 
what is not true about the Christian faith, how do you expect 
to interest us? We may be blind, but of what assistance 
éould blind leaders be to us?” Ir doubtful things there is 
liberty, but there ¢an be no doubt about matters concerning 
which God has made a definite revelation. Such revelation 
declares truths and facts, which must be accepted by God’s 
children, To reject God’s word, or even to entertain doubts 
about its veracity, is equivalent to a rejection of God alto- 
gether. 

Rev. Mr. Caton continues: “It is well to remember that 
differences are of no account so long as Jesus Christ is glori- 
fied.” But how is Jesus Christ glorified if His word is re- 
jected, ahd even His own divinity questioned? Concerning 
people who thus repudiate Him, He has said: “He that will 
dény Me before men, him will I deny befote My Father, Who 
is in Heaven.” His reprimand frequently repeated when 
Hé was on earth, was “Oh ye of little faith, why do ve doubt?” 

God has made a definite revelation and He insists upon 
His children accepting it on faith. Where does faith come in, 
when the word of God will not be accepted, unless it is sub- 
jected to the likes or dislikes, not to say the mind, of one of 
His puny creatures’ 

During the very week which witnessed the controversy 
in New Jersey, the Sunday School Times earried an article, 
which charged that attacks were made on the fundamentals 
of the Christian religion at the different Training Schools 
conducted this last summer by the International Sunday 
School Association. Rev. Dr. B. G. Read (Reformed Church) 
Says “not a few of our Theological Seminaries have been 
captured by rationalism,” If missionaries are permitted to 
pass judgment on the revelation of God, and to reject the 
fundamentals of the Christian faith, how can they expect to 
do anything but make infidels out of the Italians, or Mexicans, 
or other Latins, who, no matter what their humble station in 
life may be, or what the amount of their secular education 
may have been, are childlike believers in the divinity of Jesus, 
in the inspiration of the whole Bible; etc.?
